d September. These insects hatch 
bout midsummer and begin’ feed- 
ing on the greén surface of the leaves.

As they grow they extend 
the web, carrying it over all the 
leaves they attack,.so that the whole 
branch, will be webbed up by a single 
colony before the caterpillars mature.
